I hope you will find time to provide the explanations obviously called for. These 
explanations include reconciling what you have done in these withholding with your 
tostlnony befor.- the Senate subcomirltteo I explaining the long delay from 12/10/76 
to 4/11/785 not providing these records pursuant to my PA request of the FBI of about 
10/75, nubssquently repeated and appealed; and not p^'oviding othpr/rncord?^ tho 
existence of wlilch is established by what you did provide# 

lou had these iufamous lies long before your recent JxK aasassination rjcord 
releases, long before I wrote your branch about such vicious fabrications the FBI seems 
to have delighted in circulating wltliout tiny checking, and. alinocit a year before my 
lawyer wrote asking: >f or the preservation and observation of all of my rights under 
the -l^rivacy Act# Yet cJ.1 these efforts were totally ignored by the I^# 

I therefore risk for any and all r cords of jxxf nature rf.lating to what did and did 
not hapi^en to all these requests under PA# I make this as a separate request even 
thou^ i bfiliovs it is covered by my roquasts ^-dlth which irou have not yet complied. I 
have no reluctance intelling you some of my special interests in this, they include 
provid£xi/j thy vooortiiiiBnt with copies and annotations and perhaps providing th.om to the 
Senate subsoiiL.ittee, to which it appears apparent to me that you testified falsely# As 
what mxy bo a cons€Kiueiio»3 of t/vj FBI ’a falsities It In possible that one or more 
^apartment lawyers also testified' falsely, one in particular with regard to assurances 
of total compliance with all of my requests under the Acts# 

This is not the first such FBI infaioy provided not on its initiative but on that 
of another agency, (in this case you have withheld the coiql uni cation vdth which this 
was forw£irded to the Secret Service, any responseCs) from it and other recodis ori- 
ginating in at least the Loo Angeles Field Office#) I thei'efore ask for copies of any 
and all records of any and all referrals to other agencies and of coim.-unlcations from 
fmft records from other eigenoiea relating directly or indirectly to me, from the time of 
the first FBI record relating to me# By a^noy I mean to Include other BJ Components 
and any end all persons in or oommitteea of the Ckmgress# 

For the information of tlie Bspartaont I note that FBI records reflect that Edgar 
Eugene Bradley is a notorious liar and that his fabrications and exaggerations resulted 
in the waste of my time and money by the FBI in (at least) its investigation of tho 
assassination of Dr# King - and that your unit processed the records reflecting the true 
niituro of virtually aixytidxig Mr# Bradley eaya# 

I also note for the Bopartment .and for PA ri.-hts that these outrageous lies so 
easily checked by the FBI coincide with the breaking of an agreement of compliance with 
iny FOIA requests of the Secret Service, an agreement Intended to avoid unnecessary 
litigation# (Mr# Besar has already Informed a court and the Department of what then 
transpir-in wlhh re(ia.ri to wbat is known as the Kenorandun of Transfer in the JFK case. I 
report that pro se I filed C .A# 2599—70.) 

For the ix?dord I never made any such stabements, no such oxTers or px’omises wore 
made or could have been made to me because my requests of the Secret Service did not 
include any FBI record, and the FBI never asked mo any questions about any of these even
